Mar Vicar first was elected 
mayor of Des Moines in 1696 
and 
was re-elected in 1898 after carry­ 
ing out plans for municipally owned 
waterwork s and reduced gas rates. 
During that time his crusade for 
municipal ownership attracted na­ 
tional attention and he was elected 
first president of the 
League 
of 
American Municipalities He snrved 
a* secretary orf the league for eight 
rears after being defeated for re- 
election in 1900

Mac Vicar was agam elected mayor 
in 1916, but resigned to enter the 
army, winning a captain's commis­ 
sion at the aee of 59 
In 1924 and 1926 he was defeated

Troudt was at my residence and re­ 
quested the plant operators to turn 
circuit No 4 on and off, and each

PARIS, Nov 15 ~<fP*—A prophecy 
tha t the fu tu re of France 
and 
of 
Eu rope wou ld depend u pon the ou t­ 
come of negotiations 
for 
revised 
Germ an war reparations was con­ 
tained In the declaration of policy 
which Raymond Poincare gave ou t 
on behalf of his new ministry today. 
Negotiations lor the changes In re­ 
paration* will be u ndertak en late 
fn December by experts of the allied 
cou ntries and Germany and 
with 
u nofficial American observers 
In the ministerial declaration M 
Poincare expressed his belief that 
this conference wou ld arrive at a 
final solu tion of the problem.* 
Althou gh It had 
been forecast 
that the cabinet declaration wou ld 
contain references to the war debts 
situ ation, as well as to reparations 
by Germany, tha t qu estion was not 
tou ched u pon. 
The declaration emphasized as or 
great Importance the need for the 
national legislatu re to 
enact 
the 
bu dget before the first of the year. 
Confidence was 
expressed 
tha t 
minor differences over details o f the 
bu dget cou ld be Ironed ou t. In this 
connection M. 
Poincare 
Indicated 
that two articles of the bu dget re­ 
lating to the retu rn of certain re­ 
ligiou s orders to France m ight be 
detached from that measu re and 
voted u pon 
separately 
by 
the 
chamber of depu ties. 
When the declaration came be­ 
fore 
the 
chamber 
of 
depu ties, 
M. Poincare threw down a gau nt­ 
let to the opposition. He accepted 
Immediate discu ssion of all Interpel­ 
lations concerning the compsition of 
the cabinet and of hte general 
policy of the government. Bu t, he 
added "the chamber mu st decide 
Immediately whether it wishes u s to 
continu e.”

In all of the colleges there are 
ninety-seven men and fifty-three 
more women than last year, the 
present total being 3.784 men and 
2?706 women students.

TWO TORNADOES 
HIT NORTH IOWA 


One Woman Killed, Six 
Injured, aa Twisters 
Swoop Down. 


VINTON. la.. NOV 13 —AV- Tor­ 
nadoes dropped out of black skies 
in three separate localities of north 
eastern Iowa late yesterday, caus­ 
ing at least one death, injuries to 
six, and property damage that will 
run into many thousands of dol­ 
lars. 
Two twisters struck, one sweep­ 
ing down about five miles south of 
Vinton* in Benton county, cutting 
a path forty rods wide for eleven 
miles, then bounding, to drop on 
the farming community called Sil­ 
ver Creek, twenty miles northeast 
The other tornado, at about the 
same hour, sh uck at Chester, nine­ 
ty miles northwest at Silver Creek. 
When the first twister took Its 
last dive at Silver Creek, It caused 
the death of Mrs. Alpha Hawkinson, 
30. when it cnu.led the barn In 
which she was milking. That was 
the only casualty reported there, 
but two farnvue^ds were completely 
demolished, and about a score oth­ 
ers damaged, much livestock was 
killed and trees and telephone poles 
were laid flat 
Damage in that vi­ 
cinity was estimated at 973.000 or 
more.

in connection with the triennial 
parliamentary election. 
The question put to the voters 
was whether they favored continu­ 
ance of prohiMtton, or whether a 
licensing system should be adopted. 
The majority favored the adofkion 
of a licensing system. 
(In the last triennial election in 
November, 1025. 
prohibition 
re­ 
ceived 319,450 votes, national con­ 
tinuance of a limited licensing sys­ 
tem 299,*84. and state purchase and 
control 50,043. In 1914 prohibition 
was defeated by a large 
majority 
and was defeated again in a refer­ 
endum held in 1919 after a recount 
of the soldiers’ votes overcame an 
earlier lead held by tile prohibi­ 
tionists). 
Hie government forces under J 
O. Coates, prime minister, suffered 
a severe setback in the parliamen­ 
tary election. The government held 
ftftv-five out of eight seats in the 
last house. Returns today indicated 
this had been cut down to twenty- 
seven. Several members of the cab­ 
inet apparently failed of re-election,

Not more titan one-fourth mill, with the sum al­ 
ready expended for sum m er concerts, would continue 
these, and assure free symphonies during the winter. 
In addition there would be funds for further instruc­ 
tion of old and young alike and the giving of commu­ 
nity choruses and concerts, to say nothing of the 
city-wide affairs th a t could be produced, and all free, 
Lincoln never had a better opportunity than now 
to initiate a real musical activity on a municipal 
scale. Such a step would extend the influence of the 
city while uniting its people in a friendship th a t will 
benefit the entire community. 


WHO DOES THE SNUFFING? 
Although snuff taking Is known to be popular in 
m any of the countries of the world, the general run 
of people would never dream of the extent to which 
the use of tobacco in this form prevails in the United 
States. 
It is w ith great surprise, therefore, th a t one 
learns from the report of the departm ent of agri­ 
culture th a t the production of snuff in this coun­ 
try for the current year will am ount to almost 21.000 
tons. and that Very little of it is fxported; it is used 
by the people of our own United States. 
A century ago, of course, the use of snuff was prev­ 
alent in all p e ru of the country and the gentlem an s 
snuff box was frequently a jeweled, and a t all tim es 
an artistic affair. 
But such a thing is now rarely 
seen, and there is an apparent maytery as to where 
an the snuff goes. 
A statem ent from th e departm ent is to the effect 
th a t it is largely used by workers in factories, where 
smoking is prohibited, another large m arket being 
among im m igrants from countries where snuff ta k ­ 
ing Is sUll a national habit. Columbus on his voyages 
noticed the Indians of the West Indies snuffing pow­ 
dered tobacco and thereafter It attained great vogue 
in all of the courts of Europe. 
Now, after centuries. 
it comes back to the land where It originated. 
Tile departm ent of agriculture inform s us th at in 
1880 this country m anufactured 2.000 tons of snuff 
and th a t twenty years later the production had been 
raised to 7,000 tons. In 1905 we m anufactured 12,000 
tons. and this year we will place on the m arket n ear­ 
ly 21,000 tons. 
The taking of snuff is very common in m any of the 
foreign countries. It being in use am ong the Indians 
of Columbia an d Venezuela and am ong some of the 
southern Indians, though the variety used by them is

tim e the sharp criticism which has been voiced by 
s large num ber of the survivors would seemingly find 
some substantiation in the relatively small propor­ 
tion of loss a i Ilia among the crew and the m uch 
heavier death toll among the passengers 
I t has been charged by some of the passengers who 
were saved th a t scenes which are infrequent and a l­ 
most unheard of in aes history marked th a t short 
period before the Vestrls rolled over on her tide and 
disappeared beneath the waves. 
Some of the pas­ 
sengers said th a t a portion of the crew m anning the 
life boats pulled away from men and women strug­ 
gling in th e water in spite of protests and cries tar 
help. 
All of thia will be effectively shifted a t the official 
inquiry. From the evidence which has come to light 
it would seem th a t the m aster of the ship was moat 
careless in his failure to issue calls for help much 
earlier than he did. 
In the absence of statem ents 
from those cccoping responsible positions on the boat 
there is no explanation why he neglected to send out 
appeals to vessels which were cruising in th a t region. 
Moreover it Is very apparent th a t actual launching of 
the lifeboats and abandonm ent of the ship was de­ 
layed until any effort along 
this lins 
was 
futile. 
There are charges th a t ropes stuck and th a t pulleys 
were so rusty they refused to work. 
There has been much progress made toward pro­ 
moting safety in ocean travel. 
Precautionary meas­ 
ures along the line of better life boat equipment have 
borne results. 
The Vestrls tragedy is th e first In­ 
stance in recent years where sharp criticism has 
arisen concerning the equipm ent and the conduct of 
the crew. 
Even in this instance the sinking of the 
Vestrls revealed its individual cases of conspicuous 
bravery and gallantry in the saving of life. 
But the 
tragedy itself does constitute a blot upon the record 
and should call forth a most searching Uivestigation 
to the end th a t a repetition of Its distressing phases 
may be avoided. 
In m ost of the great sea disasters 
heavy Urn of life has been unavoidable. In the sink­ 
ing of the Vestrls.

steamer had been rescued by the 
German steamship Smyrna 
It was at 7:30 o'clock this morn­ 
ing that a group of people, includ­ 
ing many women who had been 
anxiously waiting, saw the lifeboat 
returning to the harbor 
The seas 
were mountainous and they were 
coming in the teeth of a south­ 
westerly gale. 
Everv fresh wave 
threatened to overturn the boat 
and many of the waiting relatives 
began So pray aloud in terror. 
"When the lifeboat was within a 
half mile of the harbor, the end of 
the crews struggle 
against 
odds 
came A gigantic wave overwhelmed 
and capsized the little craft and 
the crew was drowned within sight 
of Hut screaming and sobbing men ] 
sod women waiting at the harbor 
side They could see the men strug 
fling in the angry waves Mid yet 
wens powerless to do anything.

was some hours later before bodies 
began to float ashore at Jury's Gap. ] 
a desolate spot on the sands sever- j 
a1 miles from Rye '* 
The lifeboat went out at & o'clock 
this morning in spite of heavy seas 
in response to a call for help from | 
the small steamer Alice of Riga. 
which was in distress near Du rifen­ 
ess.The crowds on the strand, includ- ; 
mg many grief stricken mothers 
wives and 
slaters of 
the 
crew 
rushed along the beach when they 
.saw In what direction the tide was 
running, and a tragic scene was en­ 
acted as the great breakers brought 
in the bodies of the gallant life­ 
boat men who had gone out in the 
face of death to succor others. 
Brokenhearted relatives identi­ 
fied the bodies as they were washed 
ashore with each big wave. Final­ 
ly the lifeboat itself was washed in 
and two more bodies were found 
underneath it. 
There waa hardly a person in the 
little village of Rye who had not 
lost either husband, father or some 
relative.'
